a second member receiving the nozzle, wherein the second member has at least one 
aperture, the second member adapted to be connected to the other of the conduits;

and at least one flexible wing, wherein a portion of the wing is movable towards the 
aperture to engage the tab .

22. (Currently amended) A connector assembly for releasably connecting a pair of conduits, 
the assembly comprising: 

a first member having a nozzle, the nozzle having a groove, the first member adapted to 
be connected to one of the conduits; 
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an anchor rotatably mounted in the groove, the anchor having at least one resilient tab 
extending therefrom; 

a second member having an opening that receives the nozzle in the first member, the 
second member fiirther having at least one aperture, the second member adapted to be coimected 
to the other of the conduits; 

fiirther comprising at least one flexible wing extending from the second member, wherein 
at least a portion of the wing is in communication with the aperture: 

wherein the tab is moveable between an expanded position wherein a portion of the tab 
engages the aperture to connect the first and second members, and a compressed position 
wherein the tab is disengaged from the aperture permitting disconnection of the first and second 
members. 

23. (Original) The assembly of claim 22, wherein the nozzle of the first member has at least 
one seal that, when the first and second members are connected, is positioned along the second 
member.
